The length of service of piles in 
wharfs and olher^iarine structures 
is greatly shortened 1)y the attack 
of marine borers, or shipworms. A 
method of proleclion, bo'h efficient 
and cheap, is mneh needetl, ihe 
more .so because the timbers best 
suitetl for piling are becoming very 
se.irce and are increasing rapidly 
iu pi ice. 

Marine borers are found as far 
north as Maine and Alaska, though 
they are more numerous and de- 
strl^ctive iu the warmer WfMers far- 
ther south. Since they require 
only a small exposed surface in 
order to gain entrance and com- 
pletely destroy a pile, any effective 
means of ptf^servaiiou must protect 
tho W(x>d from high-water mark to 
a point in the muil below which 
the borers do not go. 

A number of ex(!ellent methods 
have been .devised for protecting 
piliagby external coatings or sheath- 
ings, anyof which, properly a pplle<l, 
will increase the life of the pile. 
Three factors which decrease their 
efficiency are the cornidlng action 
of salt water, Ihe wa.sh of the waves 
which injures and often breaks the 
easing, and I he dangers from float- 
ing (imbors and debris. Tliick iron 
cases resLsrft(uu these sources for a 
long period, but they are very 
expensive. 

The injection of preservatives 
IhiouLdi holes bored in the top of 
the lale, or near the mud line, has 
failed to secure a tlistrnbirtion suf- 
ficient toadequately protect the out- 
er layers of woml. All .soluble salts 
have also shown a tendency to 
leach out when exposed to salt 
water. Iinpregualion with ci'eo« ' 
a coal tar product, has nsniihy 
proved highly efficient with suitable 
kinds of timber properly prepared, 
when a sufficient quantity of good 
creosote is usetl. 

The principal timbers used for 
piling are longleaf, shorileaf, and 
loblolly pine, and white and red 
oak on the Atlanlic coast and Golf 
of Mexico, and Douglas fir on- the 
Pacific coast. Spruce, redwood, 
cedar, cypie-ss, encalyptus, and 
palmetto are used locally. All of 
• hese woods with the exception of 
the palmetto are subject lo damage 
by l»orers. ILydncss is not a com- 
plete l>arrier to their attack, al- 
though lK)i-ing is probably slow in 
dense woods. Southern pine and 
oak can be impregnated with cre- 
sote, and this promises to \<' '* 

Ihe mo.st efficient means of 
the borers. Il is probable thai some 
of these timbers can be succe.sstully 
treated by the open tank proce&«. 
However, if a heavy al>sorption is 
desired, a treatment underpressure 
may be mote efficient.

which he was janitor, 8t)on after he 
liad left home to attend to the fur 
nace fires for the night. 

Four little children, two of them 
deaf from 8potte<i fever, are father 
less, and their mother-, Mrs. Caro 
line Wilson, is left wilh practically 
no means to care for ihArn. Wilson 
was the sole support of the family, 
which was just beginning to regain 
a foothold after beiurr ravageo by 
sickness and adversity. 

The children are: Sadie, aged 
seventeen; John, twelve, William, 
fourteen, and Evelyn, eiuht. Wil- 
liam and Evelyn are deaf. While 
Mrs. Wilson, with lear-dimmed eyef= 
silently i>emoans the fate of tier 
husband and the pliicht of her little 
ones, Ihe body of Wilson rep«M»e8on 
H slab in the City Hospital mor-.Mie, 
)(waitiiig an aHtopf»y l>y Medical Kx- 
amier Magrath. The police say 
death was by accident. The inedi 
cal examiner, who has not made a 
report in the case, refuses to talk. 

Wilson was employed by R S. 
Fitch, a real estate dealer, win. 
owns nine houses in Charles Street 
and Gt'upva Avenue. He was 
janitor of all the places, earninjj 
$70 a month. Friday niirhi, Wilson 
left home about 9:45 o'clock to at- 
tend to the furnaces in the houses 
and the last place he visited, where 
he was found dead, was at No. 47 
Charles Street, 

Al»out 12:30 AM. Mrs. Ellen 
McGuire and her daiiurhtcr Grace, 
who are tenants at this number, 
heard a noise in the cellar.

Ilis 
skull was broken. There were 
no evidences of a struirirle. Terri- 
fied at the discovery. Mrs. McGuir»> 
ran to Charles Clouirh's livery stable 
anil calle<l the night man, John 
Min'on, who with David Terry and 
Ge« i-ire Peaale. toek eharire ot the 
l>oily until the arrival of Dr. L. C. 
Rood and the police. 

When Medical Examiner Ma 
urath arrived he made an examina- 
tion of the premises and had the 
l»ody removed to the morgue. He 
refused to say anythinir about the 
case. Dr. Roo«l s*rid loan American 
reporter: " I found a fracture of 
the skull. The mun Wi\s lying 
toward the foot of a sleep flijtht of 
stairs. Beyond that I cannot say."

Rings are perlmpx the oldest form 
of personal adoinment, coming next 
to beads in antiquity. Originally 
they were used not only to adorn 
the hand but to call attention to 
the shape of the rostrils by hanging 
from the nose. Though the E::yp- 
tian princesses have lain in their 
tornlts adorned with rrsL's for thou 
sands of years, in » time previous 
to tliis the ring was not an article 
of decoration but was ustd in the 
place of money. After the ancient 
days of barter, the Egyptians saw 
that some form of money would be 
convenient and chose the ring — a 
l»ar of metal bent into the form of 
a circle, but not quite joined, so 
that it could l>e easily formed into 
i chain which would len;;then or 
shorten as the owner parti out or re 
ceived his rinj; money. Socm these 
r-ings of gold and silver were used 
for personal avlornment 

Ring money is still u.sed in parts 
of Africa, having descended from 
the time of the Pharaohs. Olliei 
countries also used this form of 
money, and the gold torques worn 
around the necks of the Gh'.Uc 
warriors must have Ireeu highly 
valuable, for they sometimes weigh- 
ed four pounds. The names and 
titles were engraved upon the 
earliest Egyptian r-iiurs, and poor 
people often wore rings of glass or 
pottery if they could affoni no 
iietter. The Etruscans were great 
admirer-s of the ring, and ort«^i 
decorated H with the sacred scara- 
baeus. The E;>yptian ladies were 
fond of the decoration of the cat, 
einldem of the Goddess Bast, the 
Egyptian Diana. Besides being 
worn on the hand or in the nose, 
the ring has been an adornment 
for ears, legs, neck, toes and arms. 
The book of Genesis tells us that 
a ring was placetl uiwn the hand 
of .Toseph as a sign of rank. 

Tlie people of Italy were Ihe first 
to use the ring as a sign for be- 
trothal. It is the stone of concord 
and signifies faith and purity 
I'he early rings were " gimmel," or 
twin riiikcs, and when n.sed for an 
engagement weie separated, each 
of the lovers wearing one of the 
hoops. The riiujs used by Luther 
when he wed IhA nun Calherine 
von Bora are . still in existenc. 
They are of silver, with Luther and 
his wife's names and the date en- 
■jraved on the insiile in Lat'ti. The 
design represents Chri^l's passion, 
a cross, rope ladder, leaf of hysMip, 
spears, etc. The Dlike of Hamil- 
ton, being in great haste, was mar- 
ried lo bis bride with a curtain 
ring. The tiniest wedding ring 
ever used was that handed Ity" Car- 
dinal Wolsey upon the marriage of 
Henry Vllt 's dairnhter, Mary, 
aged two, to the dauphin of France, 
aged eight months. The doge of 
Venice had a curious use for the 
rinff. Every ascension <1ay he 
stoo<l on the deck of the ship Be 
cantur and cdsl a ring into the sea 
to fIiow that as a wife is subject lo 
her hustnmd, so the Adriatic was 
subject to the Venetian repuldic. 

Ring's have great importance in 
various leliuions. The jwpe has 
rinifs which desctnd from one pope 
to another. One is used for sealing 
decreesand the titlier is for State 
occasions, being a beautiful cameo 
of the head of Christ. The Greek 
church was the first to decree the 
use of the ring on the thi«tl finger of 
the right hand in the man rage 
ceremony. Later this was changed 
to the finger where it is now worn, 
because a nerve from th.-it finuer 
leads directly to the heart 

A gruesome ornaineui **iir. ihe 
mourning ring of a hundred years 
ago. It was no common thing for 
[)eraon8 to leave sums of money 
which were to l>e expended in such 
rings for their bereaved fj'iends. 
Washington left several , to women 
relatives and friends as "mementoes 
of esteem." At one time it was the 
fashion to set a human tooth in a 
ri>.g in place of a jewel. A Fi»*ncb 
scholar woi-e a tooth of Voltaire's in 
such a setting for a lonu time. 

The Romans took kindly to the 
wearinu of rings, and have left V>e- 
hind some very l>eautiful specimens 
of these oinameuts. Prol)abIy the 
fashion l>ecame known to them at 
that time they stole the Sabine 
women, for the hands of these Indies 
were ornamented wilh them, and the 
new decoration pleased their cap- 
tors. Their signet rings, like those 
of the Laceilemon'ans were made 
of iron. The early ambassadors of 
Rome wore gold rings as a part of 
their official dress Sometimes 
portraits of their friends or ance* 
tors were engraved upon them, 
sometimes mythological or religious 
characters. These weie exceeding- 
ly beautiful, for the engraving l>oth 
on jridd and stones was nuieh more 
exquisitely done than it is at ilii> pre 
sent rlay.

It is proposed to create a memoiinl 
to Ihe hue Rev. Tlioiiiiis UallHudet, 
D.I) , by the erection of a ParlNh 
BuilciiiiK for St. Ann's Churcli for 
Dear-Mutes. The present Church 
in siiiialeil on l48th Street,' just west 
of AiDstenlani Avenue, and is built 
some tweiily-fivo feel hack from tho 
line of the street to permit tlie ereo- 
lioii of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church editiceand be a center 
of reli^'ious adi social life amon^'st 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
Ii0|)ed during his lifetime to see the 
erfclion of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
i>een associated. This was iioi per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to liim that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used xyholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building twill occnpy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
•tiories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor tho social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required lor " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Build ing" will 
l)e about 930,000, and the building 
ithelf, in Its position' and purpose, 
will form a con-<picnous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
.silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
